Kinley is reported toy Henry T. Scott 
to be in an improved condition this 
mornmg\ The president will attend 
the launching of the 'battleship Ohio. 


San Francisco, May 18.—Secretary 


of the Interior Hithccock stated this 
morning that he now considers Mrs. 
McKinley ou<i of danger. 


San Franei'S'co, May 18.—11 a. m.— 


Bui-ing the president's absence at the 
launching 'Mrs. McKinley slept quiet- 
ly and it was reported to the presi- 
dent that her condition is constantly 
improving. 


San Francisco, May 18.— The news 


that Mrs. McKinley had decidedly 
improved came this morning after a 
quiet and uneventful night. 
After 


the announcement l)y Secretary Cor- 
telyou at 10:50 last night .that there 
would be 110 further bulletins sent 
no one was seen to stir about the 
house. 
Shortly after midnight the 


nurse' raised the window blind in the 
sick chamber a few inches' and for a 
time the light in the room burned 
more bVightly. 
This wasi construed 


iby som-e of tfhe watchers on the out- 
side to indicate a change for the 
worse, but there were 110 later and 
substantiating developments to war- 
rant the acceptance 'of this theory. 
No one entered or left the house after 
11:15 o'clock, at which hour C. A. 
Moore, of New York, one of the presi- 
dent's party, left the house after an 
hour spent with the president. 


WEATHEB MOBE PLEASA-N1T. 
The weather was pleasant during 


the night without any of the climatic 
conditions that made the two previ- 
ous nights disagreeable to the guarda 
and newspaper reporters. 
The sun 


came up in a clear sky, promising 
perfect weather for the ceremony of 
launching the "battleship Ohio. 
The 


announcement had been made last 
night that the president would make 
every effort to attend the launching, 
and his final decision this morning 
was anxiously awaited. 


When it was announced this morn- 


ing that President McKinley would 
attend the launching of the Ohio the 
mounted1 guard was seen -to draw up 
in front of the house preparatory to 
his departure to the Union Iron 
works and there was a feeling of 
great relief. 


PRESIDENT MORE BOUYANT. 
'President 
McKinley's

seemed to give more assurance of his 
wife's improvement in health than 
any statement from the doctors could

tive left the Scott house at 9:40 
o'clock he walked briskly d'own the 
stairs to his carriage.

her physicians that she wanted fried 
chicken. 


She made an effort to get up, con- 
rary to fthe advice of her physicians. 
The patient was blessed with sev- 


eral hours of natural sleep early yes- 
terday morning* Opiates were not 
administered to invite sleep, but a 
powerful stimulant was given to re* 
inforce the action of the heart.

FINE OLD MANSION WIPED OUT 


BY FLAMES. 


t Was the Property of Thomas B. 


Wanamaker and €outained Bare 


Treasures of Art. 


Philadelphia, May IS.™The coun- 


try home of Thomas B, Wanamaker, 
t Meadow Brook, Montgomery coun- 
ty, was struck by lightning this 
morning and entirely destroyed. The 
oss is estimated at $500,000. 


The house was adorned with valua- 


ble paintings and bric-a-brac, all of 
which was destroyed, 


Mr, Wanamaker and tiis family 


were at their Philadelphia home at 
the time. A woman care-taker and 
her child and a man servant, who 
were sleeping in the house, narrowly 
escaped being burned-to death. 


The house was of the colonial style 


and was built in 1826. 
In size it 


rivalled a hotel. Its abutting wings 
contained scores of bed rooms, a ball 
room, banqueting hall, Hbrary and 
picture gallery. 


The pictures in the art gallery are 


>an irrepairable loss. Their approxi- 
mate value is $250,000, and several 
of the paintings were specimens of 
the old masters., One alone, a Van- 
Dyke of Charles I., cost Mr, Wana- 
maker. $43,000. 
There were also 


many other splendid specimens of 
the Dutch school, and the modern 
school of art was represented by some 
of the greatest masters.

expectation the Presbyterian general 
assembly did not discuss the report 
of the committee on revision, which 
was today presented to the commis- 
sioners. A minority report was also 
laid before the assembly and it is 
probable that the question will not 
come up for consideration until next 
Thursday. 


It will *vt least be delayed until 


subjects of more personal interest are 
out of the way. 


Today's session was called to order 


at 9:30 o'clock by Moderator Minton 
and after the usual devotional exer- 
cises, reports of special committees 
were presented. 


SOME RESOLUTIONS. 


Appended to the 
report of the 


twentieth century fund committee 
were a number of resolutions which 
he assembly was asked to adopt. 
They were as follows: 


"That the general assembly calls 


upon every church in the denomina- 
ion still burdened with indebtedness 
nd thus hindered from giving its 
nil share to missions and benevo- 
ence, to take steps under the inspira- 
tion of this movement to remove this 
indebtedness within the next two 
years. 


"That the general assembly earn- 


istly request congregations and indi- 
vidual givers throughout the church 
;o prayerfully consider the enlarged 
.eeds and larger opportunities of the 
boards of the theological seminaries, 
if the academic, collegiate and char- 
table institutions of the church, and 
ijpeedily to provide for these greatei 
heeds as the Lord may enable them 
;o do. 


"That the general assembly most 


earnestly calls upon the syuods and 
he Presbyteries to continue to prose- 


this work during the ensuing 


year by organized effort and freer co- 
'epration with the general comrait- 
;ee. 


"That in view of the longer time 


necessary to gather in, the full re- 
sults of this twentieth century move- 
ment, the assembly's committee be 
continued for another year, to report 
to the general assembly in 1902.v 


BATE OF DISCUSSION. 


The assembly fixed next Thursday 


at 10 o'clock a. m. for the hearing 
,nd consideration of the report of the 
special committee on the revision of 
the confession of faith. 
Thursday 


and Friday have been set aside for 
the discussion of revision, as it js 
considered that the debate will con- 
sume at least two days' time, 


The names of the commissioners se- 


.ected yesterday by the various dis 
tiicts to se,rve as mexniberd of the 
standing committees were read and 
accepted. 


The committees on ministerial re- 


lief, freedman and aid for colleges 
immediately retired to 
elect their 


chairmen, and the remaining com- 
mittees were instructed by the as- 
sembly to meet at noon for the same 
purpose. On motion of Rev. Dr. W. 
H. Roberts, the standing order of 
business was changed and the pres- 
entation of board reports arranged so 
that discussion of the report of the 
committee on revision could be made 
the first order for next Thursday and 
continued until the matter was* defi- 
nitely settled. 


THE REVISION REPORT. 


The revision 
committee's repor 


and those of all special committees^ 
including the minority report on re- 
vision, were then presented. The re- 
port of the revision committee fol 
lows: 


The committee upon the revision of the 


cre'dtll statements of the church respectfully 
reports to the general assembly of 1901 tha' 
it was appointed by virtue of action ta^en 
by the general assembly of 1900, and record- 
ed on pagro 99 of their minutes in the fol- 
lowing resolutions: 


"1, 
That a committee of fifteen, eigh 


ministers and seven elders, be now appointed 
by the moderator to consider the whol 
matter of the restatement of the doctrlm 
moat surely believed among us, and whlcl 
are substantially embodied in our confession 
of faith, 


"£, That this committee he enjoined dll 


igently to pursue their inquiries, seeking 
light and knowledge from every availaDi* 
source, and to report to the nest aasemb/, 
what specific action, If any, should be take; 
by,the church, 


"3- That to further the work of the com- 


mittee the Presbyteries be and are iiereb; 
invited by the assembly to take action 01 
this subject at their approaching fall meet* 
ing, and through the aftftembly'a stated clerk 


to report said

To the nuostions contained m the forego- 


ng- communication answois were made by 
.90 Presbyteries, prior to December 1, 190D, 
•hich were put in printed form and sub- 
mitted xo the committee at its meeting in 
•Washington, D, C,, December 4 to 8, 
At 


his meeting all the members of the com- 
mittee wei e pi esent and an examination 
was made of the returns from the Prcsby- 
eries. A tentative report was agreed upon 
at this meeting, but final action was post* 
ioned to another time, 


A third meeting was held at Washington, 


D, C,, February 13 and 14, 1901, at which 
additional answers from the presbyteries 
were presented, and the subjecet was fw- 
;her considered. 


Several members of the committee found 


t impossible to attend this February meet- 
ng( and others were compelled to leave 
before definite action could be agreed upon, 
While a majority of the committee found 
.t feasible to agree upon a definite recom- 
mendation, a considerable minority expressed 
a desire for further 
consideration, 
The 


chairman being authorized to convene tho 
committee at the convenience of the ma.- 
iority, called, therefore, a meeting at Pills- 
burg, April 26, 1901, ten members of the 
committee being: present, 
One member of 


the committee, lion, Daniel K, Koyes, was 
absent from the country; four members, 
viz,: 
.Rev. Samuel J, Niccolls, D. Dt, and 


John E, Parsons, Esq., Justice John M, Har- 
Ian and Dr, William K. Crabbe, regretted 
their inability to attend the meeting, but in 
view of previous action expressed their wil- 
ingness to unite uith a majority In any 
final action that might be determined, The 
deliberations of this meeting were shad- 
owed by the lamented loss of our 
distin- 


guished member, General Benjamin Harri- 
son, Expressions of esteem and regret weic 
recorded upon our minutes, and a commit- 
tee consisting of the chairman, Kev, Sam- 
uel J, NiccoUs, D, D., and Justice John M* 
Harlan was^ appointed to submit a minute 
to the assembly, 


At the Pittuhurg meeting the final state- 


ment of the action of 202 Presbyteries upon 
the questions submitted by the committee 
was presented and was as follows;

Tho votes show that 63 Presbyteries favor 


(see items Nos, 1, 3 and 5 above) some re- 
vision of the confession of faith and 63

among us, 


After the patient consideration given to 


this Important subject, thus recorded, and 
d-ftef a protracted, but harmonious, discus 
sloh of the subject in all Us bearings, and 
in its possible issues, it was determined to 
submit to the genoial assembly to convene 
in Philadelphia, May 10, 1901, the following 
findings and recommendations, viz:

NO MISHAP ATTENDS GREAT 


CEREMONY. 


San Francisco, May 18.—Miss Bar- 


ber pressed the button, Miss Desnler 
smashed a bottle of California cham- 
pagne and at 1S:26 p. m. the big bat- 
tleship Ohio took her first dip into 
the 
sea. 
Fifty 
thousand people 


cheered themselves hoarse, the big 
guns of the warships boomed a sa- 
lute and every steam whittle within 
a radius of five miles shrieked its 
loudest as the steel monster glided 
into the water. The noise lasted for 
nearly half an hour and when it fin- 
ally simmered down tKere lay the 
Ohio, peacefully floating in the little 
cove iu front of the Union Iron 
works, Later she was towed to the 
dock, where she will be tied for a 
year or more, or until finally com- 
pleted. 


MADE -A G-KEAT WAVE. 


As the vessel slid into the water 


stern foremost she created a big wave 
that made even the largest steamers 
nearby bob uncomfortably xip an/1 
down. As for the smaller craft, they 
nearly stood on end, 


Mrs, McKinley was to have pressed 


the button that started the Ohio down 
the ways, but, <on account of her ill- 
ness, her neice, Miss Barber, acted Jn 
Mrs. 
McKinley's place. 


Hon. Irving1 M. Scott and Henry T. 


Scott took the president and Governor 
Nash and their parties for a cursory 
inspection of the more important sec- 
tions of the great yards where tho 
ocean warriors are built. Both Presi- 
dent McKinley and Governor Nash 
followed the explanations concerning 
the works closely and with evident 
interest, 


By the hour of IS the greater num- 


ber of the nation's representatives 
and other guests had arrived at the 
stand beside the hull of the big bat- 


meaut the launching of tine slxlp. 


The ceremonies were simple, but 


significant. 
There was the formal 


exchange of acceptances on the part 
of the government and then, the tide 
having reached its flood, the word 
was given. The bottle of California 
champagne depended from the bow 
by ribbons of red, white and blue 
braided into a rope. 


THE BUTTON PRESSED. 


The hour had come. 
At 12:26 


sharp Irving M. Scott gave Miss Bar- 
ber the signal and she touched the 
magic electrical machine. The guil- 
lotine shot downward like a flash and 
severed the cord. The dog shore top- 
pled over of its weight and the clev- 
erly 
constructed system of props 


coved in like a house of cards. 


The Ohio seemed to shiver slightly, 


the tremor running her entire length. 
There was scarcely a motion per- 
ceptible; but, in a twinkling, she be- 
gan to slide, 
And then—a rush, a 


bound, a cracking and creaking aaul 
groaning of the timbers beneath and 
around her—she shot down the ways, 
stern foremost, and took her dip into 
the sea. 


POPTT'LACE TURNED OTTT. 


"When it became generally known 


this morning that the president was 
to attend t&ie launching- of the bat- 
tleship Ohio, most of the population 
of San Francisco and vicinity seemed 
to be moving towards the 
Union 


Iron works. Although the time for 
the launching was set for 13:26 p. 
m., the people commenced to gather 
about the Iron works many hours 
before. Only a few were allowed to 
enter the enclosure surrounding tne 
ways, but thousands of spectators 
clambered tfhe bluffs overlooking the 
works. On the bay shore on the fur- 
ther side from the ship of the cove 
into which the Ohio gUded stands 
had been 
erected and these were 


black with people at an early hour, 


On the bay t'he scene -was most ani- 


mated, 
Ei/ery pleasure craft 'and 


steamer, sailboat and rowboat that 
could be pressed into service hovered 
around the ship and these were kept 
back with difficulty by the patrol of 
tugs. 


FIFTY THOUSAND SAW IT. 
It was estimated that fully 50,000 


people saw the big ^battleship plunge 
into the water. Three score of picked 
men who have in their time launched 
some of the best of the great battle- 
ships of which the Pacific coast Is 
proud were selected by the Scotts to 
do the work of preparing the enor- 
mous steel hull for its first dip into 
salt water. No outsider was allowed 
in the yard adjoining the ways until 
the appointed 'hour for the gates to 
oipen—11 oclock. Work was knocked

THE WRECK OF THE MAINE. 


It appears that the raising of the 


wreck of the United States battleship 
Maine from the place wheie it rests 
in Havana harbor will be of more im- 
portance than merely to satisfy curi- 
osity or preserve the vessel as a relic 


of a great historic event. It will help 
to prove whether or not the govern- 
ment is liable for claims that have 
been made since the ship was blown 
up. 
A dispatch from Washington 


says- 


"It is important that the cause of 


the diaster, whether by interior or ex* 
terior explosion, should be definitely 
established. 
This is necessary be- 


cause of the filing of the cases before 
the Spanish claims commission al- 
leging damages on the ground that 
the vessel was destioyecl by the Span- 
iards* 
The evidence which was pro- 


duced by the investigation conducted 
by this government prior to the out- 
break of the Spanish war is not con- 
sidered sufficient to establish beyond 
a doubt the cause of the explosion. 
Should the contractors use a coffer 
dam as planned the hull of tho wieck 
can be closely scrutinized 
As the 


number of caseb arising out of the de- 
struction of ths Maine and 
the 


amount of damages that will be 
claimed will probably be laige, the 
"ovemment is detei mined to safe- 
guard its inteiests and piocure all 
evidence obtainable to combat the 
theory which commonly prevails that 
tho Spaniaids deetioyed the ship. The 
goveinment will iiot necessanly lose 
its case should it be found that an 
external explosion caused the calam- 
ity, a* it will then devolve upon the 
claimants to piove that the act was 
committed by the Spaniards/*

TURKEY BARS TYPEWRITERS. 


Constantinople, (May 18.—The cus- 


toms authorities have prohibited the 
entry of typewriters 
into Turkey, 


and two hundred machines now in 
the custom house have been ordered 
returned to the consignors. 
The an- 


thorities have taken up the peculiar- 
ly characteristic attitude that there 
is no distinct feature about typewrit- 
ing1 by which the authorship could 
be recognized or a person using a 
machine be traced, and that, conse- 
quently, anyone is able to put in type 
seditious writings without fear of 
compromising himself. Hectographic 
paste and fluid are also 
prohibited 


for similar reasons. 
The embassies 


are making representations on the 
subject with the view of inducing 
the'Turkish government to take up 
a more reasonable attitude.

ALBANY STRIKE IS SETTLED 


TBACTION MEN EETXJRNED TO 


WOEK AT NOON. 


Corporation and Employes Finally 


Reach an Agreement and the 


Fight is Ended. 


Albany, N. Y., May 18.—The street 


railway employes' strike, which was 
inaugurated eleven days ago on the 
lines of the United Traction com- 
pany in Albany, Troy, Cohoes, Rens- 
selaer and Watervliet, is at an end, 
and operations on ftie entire system 
were resumed at noon today. 


There have been concessions on 


both sides and 
an 
agreement was 


reached early today at a conference 
at which both the corporation and 
the operatives were represented, un- 
der which it should be possible to 
avoid strikes in the 
future. 
The 


company on its part agrees to receive 
representations regarding grievances 
from :ny committee of its employes, 
representing organized or unorgan- 
ized Jabor; that men suspended 
or 


discharged by 
the 
superintendent 


shall be entitled to appeal to the ex- 
ecutive committee of the company; 
that in case employes can disprove 
;harges under -which they were sus- 
pended or discharged they shall bo 
entitled to pay for the time 
they 


were idle during such suspension or 
discharge, and that there will be no 
discrimination -against 
any of the 


men who engaged in the strike ex- 
cept those guilty of unlawful or riot- 
ous acts. 


The company reserves the right to 


employ union or non-union men and 
to discharge employes for cause* 


The wages of all the motor engi- 


neers, conductors, linemen arid pit- 
men is to be 20 cents per hour, and 
of pitmen helpers* 17% cents per hour. 


The 'men agree that no proposition 


for a strike shall be acted upon byt 
any division at the same (meeting' at 
which it is introduced, but that at 
least forty-eig'ht hours shall elapse 
before such proposition shall be voted 
upon, and that if a strike shall (be 
ordered it shall not take effect until 
at least six days have elapsed after 
notice to the company, during which 
time the employes 
shall 
continue 


their work, 


The non-union men brought here to 


fill the places of the strikers will un- 
questionably withdraw, although the 
formal agreement does not mention 
them.

THEIR SWPOSED RELATION TO PLOODS, DROUGHTS AND '. 


OTHER DISASTERS. 


^********************H^^ 
The announcement a week or so ago 


by the press of the country that a 
new comet had come to visit our 
planetary system has aroused an in- 
terest in these astronomical freaks of 
varying intensity, according as the 
interested mind is prone to supersti- 
tion or to ratiocination. It is report- 
eel that 'this celestial traveler is vis- 
ible at Cape Town, and to various 
other parts of the world, which means 
that the chances are the comet will 
not be visible from any part of the 
United States. Nevertheless, comets 
•have been seen by Americans still 
youthful, and once seen are never for- 
gotten, and are always objects of 
more than passing interest to every- 
one. 


The stars and planets have ever ex- 


erted universal fascination. 
Their 


immensity as to distance, 
velocity 


and volume has always appealed ir- 
resistibly to our sense of wonder- 
ment, which increases in proportion 
to our ignorance. No phenomena of 
the heavens have appealed so strong- 
ly to our imagination and curiosity 
as comets, -and there is no heavenly 
body which has received careful 
study which lias yielded so little 
knowledge as to its nature, purpose 
and composition. 


The history of the comet is prac- 


tically a history of what the ancients 
thought about it, a mass of useless, 
irrational superstition and 
myth, 


which the invention1 of the telescope 
has scarcely been able to entirely de- 
stroy. It is a pity that anything so 
interesting as a comet should offer 
nothing, or next to nothing, of posi- 
tive knowledge, leaving curious man 
to satisfy himself -us best he can with 
theorizing. One astronomical savant 
bobs up and tells us all about his 
theory, which other starry experts 
proceed to pick to pieces, while the 
ever-patient and long-suffering pub- 
lic keeps on hoping that before death 
comes its curiosity cocnerning these 
ceelstial visitors will be satisfied, 


The telescope, has, however, re- 


vealed the fact that comets are con- 
structed practically alike; that is, 
that they have a nucleus, a coma, and 
may or may not have a tail. When 
they do not appear to have a tail it 
ic because the ibrilliancy of the comet 
is so faint, or because the comet is 
so far off that the tail is not visible 


Tnls is the explan- 


terror to pretty much everyone in 
Europe. (Wise men and astronomers 
were appealed to for an explanation j 
of this strange phenomena. Finally 
it was explained that the earth was 
passing through a portion of the tail 
of a comet and that the dry dust 
which hung motionless over the land 
was composed of particles of comet 
matter which became luminous when 
ths sun shone upon it. 
Vegetation 


shriveled and died. Moisture every- 
where was licked up. 
Finally the 


eyes, nostrils, throat and skin of the 
people became parched and dry and 
much suffering- 
ensued, 
But epi- 


demics and other diseases which de- 
pend upon moisture for their devel- 
opment vanished like mist before the 
win'd.

There are various theories as to the 


composition of thd domet. Some as- 
troj&omers regard it is a sort of dis- 
articulated nebula which got lost in 
some way, and Hoft bavdng density 
enough to hold ltd Own, becomes the 
sport of every cdhiipact body intd 


' whose orbit it havens to whirl. 
Even its nebulous hypothesis is open 
to theorizing. It 
is not known 


whether a comet i* a solid; of exceed- 
ing density, but of small volume, or 
whether it is a solid mass of extreme- 
ly light and a-iry compaction, so 
light, in fact, as to ,be unable to pro- 
duce any disturbance in a planet into 
whose orbit or vicinity it nvay chance 
to come. Still other authorities re- 
gard the comet as a small mass of 
matter in a statd of transformation, 
in which the nebulfe is the most con- 
densed part, but still diaphanous, ar/l 
surrounded by a cloud of matter of 
the same compositidn -as the nebula; 
that is, the coma} but between the 
particles of which there is consider- 
able space. 
This is the latest and 


perhaps the best explanation offered 
as to the physical character of the 
comet. Because the tail of the comet 
IP always directed in 'a line opposite 
to the sun it is argued that it is simp- 
ly the light of the sun shining 
through the nebulous nucleus and 
coma upon a train df exceedingly fine 
cometary matter which trails along 
after the head for millions of miles 
iii space. 


The appearance of a comet has ever 


filled men with foreboding. In an- 
cient times it wfts regarded as an 
omen of evil, a harbinger of disaster 
and death, either to the nation or to 
some illustrious personage as the 
king or ruler, It never was a wel- 
comed visitor, except to the astrono- 
mer. 
As recent as 1843 the great 


comet of that year brooded like an 
evil spirit over" the minds 
of Eu- 


ropeans. This comet was, perhaps, 
the largest one that had been seen 
since the dawn of history. It was of 
great brilliancy and its tail extend- 
ed almost front horizon to horizon. 


Every description of influence has 


fceen attributed .to comets. Droughts, 
'epidemics, feather conditions, 
dry 


were 
-attributed in 


early days to cometary influence. It 
has even been offered that at the time 
of the great flood, in which Noah fig- 
ured so conspicuously, the cause of 
it was due to a comet of huge pro- 
portions which had come very close 
to the earth. Every time a comet ap- 
pears there is talk about the earth 
running into a comet, and various 
speculations are discussed as to the 
probable effect on society 
if that 


event should take place. 
Affairs 


would at least be on a mors social 
level. 
In 1873 there was^ a large 


comet visible throughout the United 
States 
which lasted 
for several 


weeks. When it 'disappeared beyond 
the horizon it was followed' by a 
lighting up of the heavens, which 
lasted well on into the night. Some 
of the most marvelous northern light 
phenomena took place night 
after 


night for a considerable period after 
the comet had disappeared. 
Some- 


how the report got abroad that these 
illuminations were due to the tail of 
that comet through which the earth 
was then passing. There was an- 
dther large comet, of great brilliancy, 
which appealed to view in this coun- 
try in 1865, and to many minds the 
assassination of President 
Lincoln 


was inspired by its visitation. This 
was a revival of the ancient super- 
stition mentioned above and Hi in- 
teresting as showing the tenacity of j 
superstition. 


There is, perhaps, no science which 


has made greater sltri'des during the 
last century than astronomy, 
and 


yet, in respect to the nature and com- 
position of cometary bodies, little ad- 
vance has been made. Mankind is 
still in the wonder stage, that stage 
so conducive to superstition in which 
supernatural agencies come so natt- 
urally as explanations 
of natural 


phenomena when positive knowledge 
is lacking. 
Popular curiosity 
will 


never be satisfied with theorizing. 
We want to know. We are animated 
interrogation ppints. We will not be 
satisfied until we know why some 
comets have an elliptical orbit and 
why others have a parabolic one, an'd 
why the latter may, for a brief mo- 
ment, shoot athwart the Jieavens and 
then shoot 'Off again into 
infinite 


space and1 disappear never to return, 
but go on forever into endless space 
without cessation and without end. 
The thought is 
bewildering 


fatuously fascinating to public curi- 
osity which cannot be satisfied with 
theory. 
The worldjold question is 


still with us. What /is a cometP

Savings Institutions Experi- 


ence Great Trouble With In- 
active Deposits.

Contrary to general 
supposition, 


the savings banks don't want dor- 
mant accounts, Every dollar a bank 
takes in is a lien on it until it is 
paid out. It can never be sure that 
a deposit will not ibe called for with 
proper 
credentials* f hei ef ore, 
it 


must stand ready to pay out -at any 
moment the money thaf lies inactive 
in its vaults* Many savings banks 
have men tracing these1 accounts and 
in this investigation odd things fre- 
quently come to the surface. 


Particularly interesting- were the 


developments in one su<Jh case which 
recently rewarded the investigation 
of the Greenwich sa-vings bank. The 
deposit in this case was made in 
1833, two years after the founding 
of thit institution. 
In that year a

been composedly preparing to en- 
lighten the world with a new novel. 
The co-respondent of the London 
Daily Hews has just telegraphed to 
his paper some particulars of this 
book, a portion of which 'lias lately 
been read at a public gathering in 
Moscow in aid of a charity. 
The ti- 


tle is "Who Is Right?" The plot, as 
given by the Daily News correspond- 
ent and quoted in the Academy, is 
as follows; 


"Vladimir Ivanovltch Spessiwzeff, 


wha is employed at the ministry of 
agriculture, has been spending some 
time abroad wikn his wife, Maiia 
Nikolaievna, and his sixteen-year-old 
d'augthter Vera. 
In the autumn they 


return to Bussia, and on the way to 
St* Peteisburg visit a brother-in-law, 
Anatol Dimitrivitch Lisehin, who as 
a district piesident in one of the gov- 
ernments which have greatly suffered 
from bad harvests.

prove altogether agreeable. The lib- 
eralism of the sixties is touched upon 
superficially.

election may be unknown 
to the 


great mass of people, the following 
account of the function will prove 
interesting, 
Probably no on® need 


be told thaifc *at the death of a pope 
the cardinal's who are then present in 
Rome 
assemble 
and 
choose one 


among* their number to fill the chair 
of Saint Peter, This reunion is called 
tfhe conclave (cum clavis—under lock 


key), because the cardinals are 


caiefully locked up until after the 
proclamation of the name 
chosen. 


The regular 
number of 
cardinals 


composing the Sacred college is sev- 
enty, but it is rare that more than 
sixty aie present; many are absent 
from Konie, and ordinarily the con- 
clave is composed of only forty or 
forty-five. 
Unless some departure 


from the customary usage be made in 
the next papal election, the follow- 
ing1 will be the ceremonies observed: 


The morming following1 the funeral 


of the deceased pops the cardinals 
assemble at the (pontifical palace. On 
reaching the Pauline 
chapel 
the 


apo&tolic bull will be read, conven- 
ing1 the conclave, and the cardinah 
will -take the required oath, swear- 
ing1 to elect the most worthy among 
their number. 
They then proceed 


to their respective cells, where they 
leceive the visits of diplomatists, of 
officials, and of the Roman nobility, 
with a crowd of distinguished per- 
son's. 
During the nigfot (nearly at 


midnight) the signal is given, re- 
peated three times at half-hour in- 
tervals, 'and all strangers leave the 
conclave. 
The key is then turned 


on the vaiicus cardinals, who remain 
thus in their calls, m ompany with 
ceitain of their attendants, while, 
without the cells, is stationed tne 
guaidina of the cone-lave, known a* 
the perpetual marshal, or governor 
of the Holy Church. 


Along a vast gallery the two rows 


of cells are ranged, separated by a 
coiridor for service 
Bach 
cell 
is 


forme'd' of thin wooden, partitions, 
and is furnished or decorated, a** 
cording to the taste of the occupant, 
in green or violet serge, aoid with 
his coat-of-iarms atbove the door. In 
conformity with, the apostolic con-* 


these cells must be of uni- 


form size, and (placed upon the same 
line upon the $?ame floor. Each cell 
contains a small room for the cardi- 
nal and a retreat for his conclavists 
and assistants. 


They have no chimneys, and are 


warmed from the large hall outside. 
Should the time be winter, all the 
windows' are blocked up, with the 
exception of 'a Single pane of gla#s, 
and in each retreat there is almost 
entire obscurity. 
In summer the 


windows open upon a court or gar- 
den. 
Each cell 
has 
about forty 


suqare yards of sp'ace. 
They 
are 


drawn, by lot, iaiid it is not rare to 
find cardinals of opposite 
opinion 


beside each other. 


•Then, owki'g to t!he thinness of the 


partitions, great precautions 
are 


taken not to be overheard on the 
other side, In his •cell the cardinal 
is assisted 'by his secretary and a 
gentleman, who are called conclav- 
ists. 
The cardinals who have the 


rank of princes are entitled to three. 
This service obliges the holder to 
perform the 
duties" of a domestic, 


which, however, does not deter young 
prelates from eagerly seeking the 
position. 
A s'acristan and sub-sa- 


cristan, a confessor, a sacristan ol 
the college, foui masters of ceremo- 
nies, two doctors, two apothecaries, 
two barbars, with two aids, a mason, 
a caipentei and twelve 
facchini— 


valets dressed in violet 
costume— 


compose the sei^vice of the conclave. 


When the cardinals have entered 


their cells, after 
being- solemnly 


warned to withdiaw if they do not 
feel strong- enough to hold out to 
the end of the election, all doors are 
locked,

out as far as thte Castle of St. An- 
gelo, and throughout the Via Lon- 
gata.

It is in the 


famous Sextine chapel that the votes 
are placed alter being taken, with a 
thousand precautions, from the car- 
dinals. 
Each vote, prepared in ad- 


vance by the conclavists, contains 
the name of the candidate and of the 
voter, with 
a 
partdcular device, 


which i» also written upon the out- 
side. 
The votes 'of sick candidates 


are brought by inflrmiers; the others 
are delivered in person, and placed 
in a locked "box. In the chapel they 
are received in the presence of many 
people, and great care is taken to 
prevent fraud, 


To be- elected pope two-thirds of 


the votes are necessary. The vote's 
annulled are immediately 
burned, 


and a faint smoke arising from a 
certain chimney in the Vatican is the 
sign to the lynx-eyed populace 
in'g in the open place in front of St,

South Carolina tea culture has been 
often described, ibut'&rs.

After inaugurating tea culture in 


1881 the government guve it up in 
1883 on the ground that climatic con- 
ditions were unfavorable. 
'Dr* Sliep* 


ard, a gentleman of culture, then 
undertook to produce tihe tea and 
was aided by the government with 
tea seed from 'Asia. Near Summer- 
ville, S* C,, -he has shown that the 
tea plant can be successfully culti- 
vated in the south Atlantic section 
of this country and t«J* made com- 
mercially profitable. 
He lifts over- 


come all alleged climatic difficulties 
and tested all available varieties of 
tea and soils. 'Dr. Shepard lias sev- 
enty-five acres planted to teat and 
other tea gardens have ffceen opened. 
It costs 27^ cents a pouiid to pro* 
dues the American tea and he sells 
it (at retail) «ut $1 a pound. He ex- 
pects to reduce the cost of production 
to 14 cents ere long. At the whole- 
sale setting price of 50 cents a pound 
the producer 
get* a profit of %%*/% 


cents a pound. It is shown that, 
with some varieties, the profit per 
acre is neaaiy $70, wbijti $40 is * 
usual profit per acre. The prospect 
of raising tea for home consumption 
is 'apparently good, 
We 
consume 


nearly 93,000,000 pounds a year of 
tea. 
If we produced it a new and 


profitable industry, employing 
thousands of people, would be estab- 
lished. The feat does not seem Im- 
possible of accomplishment*"-Eevlew 
of Reviews.

STOKY OF THE ASCEttSIOISr ATTESTS CHRIST'S DIVINITY^ J 


CLOSE OF JESUS* EARTHLY MINISTRY. 


(John Lindsay Withrow, D. D., Park 


Sheet Church, Boston, in the Chi* 
eoga Record Herald.) 
Lc&3on for Sunday, Hay 19, 1901. 
Topic—"Jesus Ascends to Heaven," 
Text—Luke xiv., 44-83. 


VALEDICTORY OF JESUS. 


Of the t&n verses set apart to tills 


lesson theie aie ontly the last three 
that properly belong to the topic: 
"Jesus Ascends to Heaven." 
If we 


take up tire nrst seven, seriatim rath- 
er than connectively, iit will afford a 
full reward for our work. 
To obtain 


the best impression and most animat- 
ing understanding of the section we 
should read carefully, first, our les- 
son, then Mnik acvi., 19-20, an'd then 
Acts I., 9-12. 
By almost unanimous 


consent Luke wrote the book of the 
Acts cf the Apostles, as well as> his 
gospel. 
Taking all that i's written, 


we may say there is given therein 
the valedictory of Jesus, and then 
the vanishing view of Jesus Christ. 


By the valedictory of Christ we do 


not mean that He made an oration on 
the eve 01 day of His departure. But 
those last expressions of His gracious 
wisdom and tender love are such an 
affectionate farewell that never was 
va<ledictoiy more deseivun'g of its 
name. 
Tailing Luke's veises we find 


(lesson v , verse 4) Jesus first indors- 
ing all tilings "wihdch were written 
in the law of Hoses, and in the 
prophets, and in the psalms, concern- 
ing Me," 
Thus He united Himself 


with the whole Old Testament and all 
the parts of those ancient scriptures 
with themselves. 
If, then, anyone 


attempts to disturb our faith in the 
divine authority of the Pentateuch, 
the prophecies or the (psalms, 'let it 
suffice to reply that seeing- Jesus 
oftentimes, and last of all in Hia 
valedictoiy, dndlorsed all parts of the 
Old Testament as telling of Him, they 
need have no fear that the old book 
is less than divinely inspired. 
For 


no myth-maker nor other meie story- 
teller could ever have known, out of 
(his own imagination, bow to write in 
those old ages "'con'cerniing Me." 


SO-ME REJECT REVELATIONS. 
But in tihe next verse (verse 45) we 


find a reason—indeed, the ruling rea- 
son—why peiople are too ready to re- 
ject the revelations (respecting the 
OVEessiah, in* the writings\of "Moses, 
land the prophets, and 'the psalms. 
Their understandings are not opened. 
It is one thing to read with the in- 
tellect and a very different thing to 
lead with th'e undeistanding. 'Schools 
*ind teachers can instruct pupil's how 
to readi words, and how, of some 
words, to get the sense. 
A .parrot 


<can be also instructed in like man- 
ner 
But what trick "bird or fbeasrt 


was ever known to have an "under- 
standing" of the very sense of what 
it said after its teacher? 


Half the reading alound that one 


hears means nearly nothing because 
the elocution of the reader does not 
indicate an1 understanding of the 
meaning of the author. 
Whjen, Jesus 


talked with the two diisciples on the 
diay of His resurrection (Luke 
87--3S) rehearsing and "expounding 
in all the scriptures the tilings con- 
cerning Himself," they felt a hieart 
warming unknown to them before. 
How sweet the gospel is when one has 
even some understanding of the scrip- 
tures, and to bavte heard Jesus repeat 
ah Old Testament 
psalm, or, say 


Isaiah's prophecy (Isaiah 53), could 
it have T^een less than angels' food'P 
And thus our next (vereses 46-48) 
give what, in those dosing hours of 
His incarnate ministry, Jesus chose 
as the subject to open to their under- 
standing. 


It was the Old Testament scriptures 


regarding His 'death, and resurrection. 
He did not say a word about Himself 
as a prophesied teacher, oa- example, 
or nwailyr for truth's sake* 
If Jesus 


did not lay all stress upon, the revela- 
tion of Himself & the .world's Savior 
thropgh suffering, why dioes He, in 
this Valedictory, talk only of his pas- 
sion and its 
BEHOOVES CHRIST TO BUFFER. 


He sadd, from the Old Testament 


•which I quote you, it is evident that 
"it behooved Christ to suffer," or, it 
was propei-, or inevitable that He 
should suffer. 
Other things concern- 


dug -the prophesied 'Messiah were lef.t 
contingent, but Bid suffering was a 
settled certainty. 
So, tao, was His 


resurrection, for it 
would not be 


possible that it© "should be holdeav" 
in the grip of the grave. 
(Nor was 


His passion and titfuinph over death 
for mere stage eflj»£t. 
It was all to 


the end that repentamce foY ain and 
forgiveness through Him tmdght be 
preached to the world, 
The entire 


gospel gives but one -way by which 
a sinful man can be forgiven by God. 
That is, by repentance—turning from 
sin, and trusting in the efficacy of the 
expiation which Jesus effected toy Hds 
death* 


(But the Master knew '"better fohati it 


could be told' to Him how impotent 
those follkwrers of His and all their 
successors would be to propagate such 
a gospel. 


The only w<ay of aalvation 


then to the 'tftfrTd iwu» itowifcfc1 sdf- 
inflicted suffering and *uch efforts as 
anyone nl|ftt «Mhft to atone for his 


4***$«***** 


This has always been the 
own sins. 
method when anan-made. 
It is so 


natural to humanity thus to hope 
only in what one can do for himself 
that salvation by giace is one of .the 
most, if not the very most, difficult 
of doctiines to get people to believe, 
All the same, it is the distinguishing 
tmtli of Christianity. 
^Tone else is 


so genarically peculiar to the gospel 
of Christ, 
Of all the (peerless pas- 


sages we have from the pen of (Paul, 
is there another equal to Romans v., 
4P 
It reads: 
"To him * * 


that jusrtifieth the ungodly." 


According to that, it is the good 


will of God, if any poor soul realizes 
the power and pollution of sin, and 
desires to be delivered from it, it is 
the good will of God to acquit as if 
he had never sinned this self-con- 
fessed sinner, because of the guilty 
one's surrender 
to Jesus as his 


Savior. 


GOLDEN, GRACIOUS WORDS. 
There were golden and gracious 


words spoken in these valedictory ut- 
terances of our Lord which Luke did 
not insert in his gospel, but did set 
down in the Acts of the Apostles (i., 
1-8.) Especially concerning the- Holy 
Spirit and the power of His coming- 
upon the aspostles would impart. 
That piomised gift and grace became 
and still continues to be the source 
of all the success that any teacher 
or preacher has that deserves the 
name of success, True success is not 
measured by ability to draw crowds 
to listen to one talking. 
Mounte- 


banks and demagogues have excelled 
in drawing crowds cf followers. But 
there is power imparted by the in- 
dwelling spirit of God which makes 
a weak man mighty and an unedu 
cated man able to convince the moie 
learned. 


Contemplating 
the 
hindrances 


which confronted the first preachers 
for Christ and all in all ages who 
have been tine heialds of His, there 
are no means of understanding the 
measure of their great success in set- 
ting up the cause of the cross but 
this: That the Holy Spirit, promised 
by the departing Christ, has em- 
powered those who have spoken for 
Him. 


Passing from the valedictory utter- 


ances we take the topic proper—the 
vanishing view of Jesus, Incident- 
ally we have here an argument for 
the divine inspiration of these scrip- 
tures, tl is in the brevity of the rec- 
ord of this transcendent event, the 
tures. It is in the brevity of the rec- 
merely the motive to tell a story, or 
under the higher motive to memorial- 
ize a dearly beloved leader, is it in 
the least degree probable that we 
would have condensed the whole mat- 
ter into one verse, or two or three 
verses, as Mark and Luke did in their 
gospels of the Acts? 
It is in the 


highest degree improbable* 
It can 


be rationally accounted for by saying 
the writers here wrote "as th&y were 
moved along by the Holy Ghost"— 
not otherwise* 


Luke reports( lesson verse 50) that 


He led His followers out "as far as to 
Bethany, and He lifted up His hands 
and blessed them," 


The last offce of love He performed 


was to pray for them* 
And then, 


when He went on high, it was His 
first and has ever since been Hid 
service of love to act as our advocate. 
He had assured them quite early, be- 
fore his crucifixion, that: 
"I will 


pray the Father, and He will give you 
another comforter, the Holy Spirit, 
that He may abide with you." So, 
with prayer, He closed His earthly 
career, and with an advocate's plea 
He began His celestial care of those 
who are His fby purchase and the 
pains of death on their behalf. 


His prayer ended (v., 51): "He 


was parted from them, and carried up 
into heaven." Mark says: "He was 
received up;" Luke, that He "was 
carried up," or, as in Acts i., 9; 
'While they beheled He was taken 
up, and a cloud received Him up out 
of their sight." Could any event be 
described in more colorless language? 
There is not a word of information as 
to the details. 


We can but wonder if there was any 


facial transformation, such as oc- 
curred on the mount of transfigura- 
tion. But we are not told. It would 
gratify us so much to know if the 
company of witnesses were, 
like 


Elisha, when Elijah was about to de- 
part, eager to lay hold on the Lord's 
garments. But /t is no part of the 
peculiarity of scripture to gratify 
curiosity. There is, however, a body 
of facts from which we have a right 
to draw inferences. 
Cannot we in- 


fer that a heavenly serenity and then 
an indescribable beauty shone out as 
a dissolving view, 
ART'S TRIBUTE TO THE SAVIOR, 


Who ever met with a likeness of 


our Lord, done by brush or chisel, 
which did not show the artist's best 


from earth. But when art did begitt 
the endeavor to represent Him, at 
once the effort was to give out tfce 
most winningly beautiful face and 
physique. 


And so, we may suppose, that day 


on the hillside by Bethany, as the 
cloud which carried Jesus upward 
was slowly settling and enswathing 
Him, the astonished friends fell still 
and speechless, And when He began 
to rise, enwrapped in royal vesture, 
in a mood of rapture, the disciples 
gazed upon the scene of glory until 
the intensity wa& relieved by (Acts 
i,, 10) an angelic appearance-. "Two 
men stood by them in white apparel, 
which said: Ye men of Galilee, why 
stand ye gazing up into heaven? 
This same Jesus who is taken up 
from you into heaven shall so come 
in like manner as ye have sean Him 
go into heaven." 


Furthermore, does not the body of 


facts justify us in the inference that 
the joy in heaven must have b&en 
still greater than the wonder of the 
amazed disciples on earth? 
Again 


and again, in the most direct words, 
Christ declared that He came forth 
from the Father, and that Ho would 
go back from whence He came out.

SNAKES INCREASING IN INDIA. 


The home department of the gov- 


ernment of India has one sphere of 
activity to which nothing analgous 
can be found in this country—name- 
ly, the destruction of wild beasts and 
poisonous snakes. During 1899 the 
number of deaths among human be- 
ings attiibuted to wild animals was 
3,966, 
Foi tunately, however, the- 


number ia below the average of the 
last four yeais, and much lower than 
the number (4,283) repoited in 1897. 


In 1899 tigers caused the death of 


899, wolves of 388 and leopards of 
$27 human beings, while bears, ele- 
phants, hyenas, jackals and croco- 
diles weie accountable for a large 
proportion of the remainodi. 
The 


tiger is most destructive in Bengal, 
about half of the whole number of 
victims of this animal being lepoited 
f: om that 
province. 
Man-eat si s 


have especially troubled ceitain dis- 
tricts, and liberal rewards have been 
offered for their destruction. In the 
Bhamo district of Tipper Burmah a 
single man-eating tiger killed about 
twenty persons. A special reward of 
100 xupees was paid for its destiuc- 
tion. 
More than half the deaths 


from leopards occurred in Bengal, 
while more than thi ee-fourths of 
those from wolves occurred in the 
northwestern provinces of Oudh, says 
a London newspaper. 


Special measures were taken to 


hunt down a particularly destructive 
pack near Cawnpui. High rewards 
were offered and hunting parties or- 
ganized, but without much success. 


The loss of human life from snakes 


reached the high total of 24,621, a 
greater mortality than in any of the 
four preceding years. 
Nearly 'half 


the deaths occurred in Bengal, while 
the 
north-western 
provinces 
and 


Oudh came next with nearly one- 
fourth of the total, In Bengal the 
relatively high mortality is attribut- 
ed to floods* w'hich diove the snakes 
to the high lands on which village 
homesteads are built. As will be ob- 
served, snakes arc more destructive 
of human life than are the wild ani- 
mals, but the reverse is tiue of the 
destruction of cattle, 
In 1899 no 


fewer than 89,338 cattle were de- 
stroyed by wild animals and 9,449 by 
snakes. Of the former 37,986 fell 
victims to leopards and 34,321 to 
tigers. 


The leopard is even more destruc- 


tive to cattle than the tiger in Ben- 
gal. 
This province is the greatest 


sufferer from the ravages of wild ani- 
mals and snakes, its loss being 30,- 
539 cattle. 
Assam 
lost 17,010; 


Madras, 15,529; Burmah, 11,016, and 
tne central provinces, 11,689. 
The 


number of wild animals destroyed 
was 18,887, and the amount paid for 
their destruction was 107,476 rupees. 
The number of snakes killed was 
94,548 and the rewards paid for this 
seivice amounted to 4,151 rupees.

During: the .president's absence at the 
launching- Mrs. McKinley slept quiet- 
ly and it was reported to the presi- 
dent that her condition is constantly 
improving-. 


San Francisco, May 18.—The news 


that Mrs. McKinley liad decidedly 
improved came this morning after a 
quiet and uneventful night. 
After 


the nunouticement by Secretary Cor- 
telyou at 10:50 last nig-ht that there 
would be no further "bulletins sent 
no one was seen to stir about the 
house. 
Shortly after midnight the 


nurse'raised the window blind in the 
sick chamber a few inches and for a 
time the light in the room burned 
more brightly.

iby some of the watchers on the out- 
side to indicate a change for the 
worse, but there were 110 later and 
substantiating developments to war- 
rant tho acceptance of this theory. 
No one entered or left the house after 
11:13 o'clock, nt which hour C. A. 
Moore, of New York, one of the presi- 
dent's party, left tlie house after an 
hour spent with the president. 


WEATHER MORE PLEASANT. 
The weather was pleasant -during 


tho night without any of the climatic 
conditions that made the two previ- 
ous nights disagreeable to the guards 
and newspaper reporters. 
The sun 


came up in a clear sky, promising 
perfect weather for the ceremony o£ 
launching the battleship Ohio. 
The 


announcement had been, made last 
night that the president would make 
every effort to attend the launching, 
and his final decision this morning 
was aivxiously awaited. 


When it was announced this morn- 


ing- that President McKinley would 
attend the launching1 of the Ohio the 
mounted guard was seen to draw up 
in front of the house preparatory to 
his departure to the Union Iron 
works and there was a feeling of 
great relief.

had for many yeans. 


WANTED FRIED CHICKEN. 
Yeftorday she talked to har at- 


tendants and smilingly told one of 
her physicians that she wanted fried 
chicken. 


She made an effort to ge-t up, con- 


trary to ithe advice of her physicians. 


The patient was blessed with sev- 


eral hours of natural sleep early yes- 
terday morning. 
Opiates were not 


•administered to invite sleep, but a 
powerful stimulant was given to re- 
inforce the action o£ the heart. 


The expected desire for solid nour- 


ishment was accepted ns a hopeful 
sign, but the doctors believe that It 
is not prudent to oblige in this re- 
spect.

WANAMAKER 
HOME 
BURNED 


FINE OLD MANSION WIPED OUT 


BY PLAMES; 


It Was the Property of Thomas B. 


Wanamaker and Contained Rare 


Treasures of Art. 


Vliitndelphia, May 18.—The coun- 


try home of Thomas B. Wanamaker, 
at Meadow Brook, Montgomery coun- 
ty, was struck by lightning this 
norning and entirely destroyed. The 
oss is estimated at 3500,000. 


The house was adorned with valua- 


ble paintings and bric-a-brac, r.ll of 
which was destroyed. 


Mr. Wanamaker and h'is family 


were at their Philadelphia home at 
:he time. A woman, care-taker and 
.ier child and a man servant, who 
were sleeping in the house, narrowly 
escaped being burned- to death. 


The house was of the colonial style 
.nd was built in 1826. 
In size it 


rivalled a hotel. Its. abutting wings 
contained scores-of bed rooms, R ball 
room, banqueting hall, library and 
picture gallery. 


The pictures in the art gallery are 


an irrepairable loss. Their approxi- 
mate value is 8250,000, and several 
of the paintings were specimens of 
the old masters., One alone, a Van- 
Dyke of Charles I., cost Mr. Wana- 
maker. $43,000. 
There were also 


many other splendid specimens of 
the Butch school, and the modern 
school of art was represented by some 
of the greatest masters.

GREAT ISSUE NOW BEFORE THE 


GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


THE DISCUSSION IS DEFERRED 


REPORT IS DIVERSE ON THE 


MANY QUESTIONS. 


MAJORITY FOR SOME CHANGE 


DISCUSSION WILL BE TAKEN UP 


NEXT WEEK. 


Philadelphia, May 18.—Contrary to 


expectation the Presbyterian general 
assembly did not discuss the report 
of the committee on revision, which 
was today presented to the commis- 
sioners. A minority report was also 
laid before the assembly and it is 
probable that the question will not 
come up for consideration, until next 
Thursday. 


It will -at least be delayed until 


subjects of more personal interest are 
out of the way. 


Today's session was called to order 


at 9:30 o'clock by Moderator Minion 
and after the usual devotional exer- 
cises, reports of special committees 
were presented. 


SOME RESOLUTIONS. 


Appended 'to 
the report of the 


twentieth century fund committee 
were a number of resolutions wliich 
the assembly was asked to adopt. 
They were as follows: 


"That the general assembly calls 


upon every church in. the denomina- 
tion still burdened with indebtedness 
aud thus hindered from giving its 
full share to missions and benevo- 
lence, to take steps under the inspira- 
tion o£ this movement to remove this 
indebtedness within the next two 
years. 


"That the general assembly earn- 


estly request congregations and indi- 
vidual givers throughout the church 
to prayerfully consider the enlarged 
needs and larger opportunities of the 
boards of the theological seminaries, 
of the. academic, collegiate and char- 
itable institutions of the church, and 
speedily to provide for these greatei 
needs as the Lord may enable them 
to do. 


"That the general assembly most 


earnestly calls upon the synods and 
the Presbyteries to continue to prose- 
cute this work during' the ensuing 
year by organized effort and freer co- 
oepration with the general commit- 
tee. 


"That in view of the longer time 


necessary to gather in the full re- 
sults of this twentieth century move- 
ment, the assembly's committee be 
continued for another year, to report 
to the general assembly in 1902." 


DATE OF DISCUSSION. 


The assembly fixed next Thursday 


at 10 o'clock a. m. for the hearing 
and consideration of the report of the 
special committee on the revision of 
the confession of faith. 
Thursday 


and Friday have been set aside for 
tlie discussion of revision, as it js 
considered that the debate will con- 
sume at least two days' time. 


The names of the commssiouers se- 


lected yesterday by the various dis- 
tricts to serve as.members of tlie 
standing committees were read and 
accepted. 


The committees on ministerial re- 


lief, freedmau and aid for colleges 
immediately retired to 
elect 'their 


chairmen, and the remaining1 com- 
mittees were instructed by the as- 
sembly to meet at noon for tlie same 
purpose.

San Francisco, May 18.~Miss Bar- 


ber pressed the button, Miss Deshler 
smashed a botlle of California cham- 
pagne and at 13:20 p. m. the big bat- 
tleship Ohio took her first dip into 
the 
sea. 
Elfty 
thousand 
people 


cheered themselves hoarse, the big 
guns of the warships boomed a sa- 
lute and every steam whistle within 


radius of five miles shrieked its 


loudest as the steel monster glided 
nto the water. The noise lasted fu; 
1 


nearly half an hour and when it fin- 
ally simmered down tKere lay the 
Ohio, peacefully floating in the little 
cove in front of the Union Iron 
works. Later she was -towed to the 
clock, where shs will be tied for a 
year or more, or until filially com- 
pleted. 


MADE "A GREAT WAVE. 


As the vessel slid into the water 


stem foremost she created a big wave 
that made even the largest steamers 
nearby bob uncomfortably up an-.l 
down. As for the smaller craft, they 
nearly stood on end, 


Mrs. McKiiiley was to have pressed 


the button that started the Ohio down 
the ways, but, on account of her ill- 
ness, her iieice, Miss Barber, acted hi 
Mrs. McKinlcy's place.

exchange of acceptances on the part 
of the government and then, the tide 
having- reached Its flood, the word 
was given. The bottle of California 
champagne depended from the bow 
by ribbons of red, white and blue 
braided into a rope. 


THE BUTTON PRESSED. 


Tiie hour had come. 
At 12:20 


sharp Irving M. Scott gave Miss Bar- 
ber the signal and she touched the 
magic electrical machine. The guil- 
lotine shot downward like n flash aud 
severed the cord. The dog shore top- 
pled over of its weight and the clev- 
erly constructed system of props 
coved in like a house of cards. 


The Ohio seemed to shiver slightly, 


the tremor running her entire length. 
There 'was scarcely a motion pei'r 
ceptible; but, in a twinkling, she be- 
gan to slide. 
Aud then—a rush, a 


bound, a cracking and creaking and 
groaning of -the timbers beneath and 
around her—she shot down the ways, 
stern foremost, and took her dip into 
the sea. 


POPULACE TURNED OUT. 


When it became generally known 


this morning that the president was 
to attend the launching of the bat- 
tleship Ohio, most of the population 
of Sau Francisco and vucinity seemed 
to be moving towards the 
Union 


Iron works. Although the time for 
the launching was set for 12:2G p. 
ra., the people commenced to gather 
about the Iron works many hours 
before. Only a few were allowed to 
enter the enclosure surrounding the 
ways, but thousands of spectators 
clambered the bluifs overlooking the 
works. On the bay shore on the fur- 
ther side from the ship of the cove 
into which the Ohio glided stands 
had been 
erected and these were 


black with people at an early hour. 


On the bay the scene -was most ani- 


mated. 
Ev"ery pleasure craft anil 


steamer, sail-boat and rowboat that 
could be pressed into service hovered 
around the ship and these were kept 
back with difficulty by the patrol of 
tugs. 


FIFTY THOUSAND SAW IT. 
It was estimated that fully 50,000 


people saw the big battleship plunge 
into the water. Three score of picked 
men who have in their time launched 
some of the best of the great battle- 
ships of which the Pacific coast Is 
proud were selected by the Scotts to 
do the work of preparing the enor- 
mous steel hull for its first dip into 
salt water. No outsider was allowed 
in the yard adjoining the ways imt'J 
the appointed 'hour for the g'ates to 
open—11 oclock.

LAY IN HER CRADLE. 


The greater part of the supertsruc- 


ture of the slip wherein tho Ohio was 
built hnd been removed. The battle 
craft lay in her great wooden, shoe- 
like cradle on the slippery ways.

INFLUENCED COMETS 


THEIR SUPPOSED RELATION TO FLOODS, DROUGHTS AND 


OTHER DISASTERS.

The announcement a week or so ag 


by the press of the country that i 
new comet had come to visit ou 
planetary system has aroused an in 
terest in these astronomical freaks o 
varying -intensity, according «s tli 
interested mind is prone to supersti 
tion or to ratiocination. It is report 
ed that 'this celestial traveler is vis 
ible at Cape Town, and to var 
.other parts of the world, which mea 
that the chances are the comet wi, 
not be visible from any part of tli 
United States. Nevertheless, comet 
have been seen by Americans stil 
youthful, and once seen are never foi 
gotten, and are always objects o 
more than passing interest to every- 
one. 


The stars and planets have ever e: 


erted universal fascination. 
The 


immensity as to distance, 
velocii 


and volume has always appealed i 
resistibly to our sense of wonde 
anent, which increases in proportit__ 
to our ignorance. No phenomena of 
the heavens have appealed so strong- 
ly to our imagination and curiosity 
as comets, and there is no heavenly 
body which has received careful 
study which lias yielded so little 
knowledge as to its nature, purpose 
and composition. 


The history of the comet is prac- 


tically a history of what the ancients 
thought about it, a mass of useless, 
irrational superstition and 
myth, 


which the invention1 of the telescope 
has scarcely been o-ble to entirely de- 
stroy. It is a pity that anything so 
interesting as a comet should offer 
nothing, or next to nothing, of posi- 
tive knowledge, leaving curious man 
to satisfy himself-AH best he can with 
theorizing. One astronomical savant 
•bobs up and tells us all about has 
theory, which other starry experts 
proceed to pick to. pieces, while the 
ever-patient and long-suffering- pub- 
lic keeps 011 hoping that before death 
comes its curiosity cocnerning these 
ceelstial visitors will be satisfied. 


The teiescope, has, however, re- 


vealed the fact that comets are con- 
structed practically alike; that is. 
that they have a nucleus, a coma, and 
may or may not have a tail. When 
they do not appear to have a tail it 
ic because the •brilliancy of the comet 
is so faint, or because the comet is 
so far off that the tail is not visible 
to the "telescope. This is the explan- 
ation offered. 


There arc various theories as to the 


composition of the comet. Same as- 
tronomers regard it is a sort of dis- 
articulated nebula which got lost in 
some way, and net having density 
enough'to hold its own, becomes the 
sport of every compact body intn 


1 whose orbit it happens to whirl. 
Even its nebulous hypothesis is open 
to 
theorizing. It 
is not known 


whether a comet is a solid, of exceed- 
ing density, but of smalt volume, or 
whether it is a solid mass of extreme- 
ly light and airy compaction, so 
light, in fact, as to be unable to pro- 
duce any disturbance in a planet into 
whose orbit or vicinity it may chance 
to come- Still other authorities re- 
gard the comet as a small mass of 
matter in a state of transformation, 
in which th<* nebula is the most con- 
densed part, but still diaphanous, aiyl 
surrounded by a cloud of matter of 
the same composition as the nebula; 
that is, the coma; but between the 
particles of which there is consider- 
able space- 
This is the latest and 


perhaps the best explanation offered 
na to the physical character of the 
comet. Because the tail of the comet 
is always directed in a line opposite 
to the sun it is argued that it is simp- 
ly the light of the sun 
shining 


through the nebulous nucleus and 
coma upon a train of exceedingly fine 
cometary matter which trails along 
after the head for millions of miles 
in space. 


The appearance of a comet has ever 


filled men with foreboding. In an- 
cient times it was regarded as an 
omen of evil, a harbinger of disaster 
and death, either to the nation or to 
some illustrious personage as 
the 


king or ruler. It never war a wel- 
comed visitor, except to the astrono- 
mer. 
As recent as 1843 the great 


comet of that year brooded like an 
evil spirit over the minds 
of Eu- 


ropeans. This comfit was, perhaps, 
the largest one that had been seen 
since the dawn of history. It was of 
great brilliancy and its tail extend- 
ed almost from horizon to horizon. 


Every description of influence has 


been attributed .to comets. Droughts 
/epidemics, weather conditions, dry 
fogs, etc., have 
been 
laid to the 


charge of a comet. 


In 1783 there was what was caller 


a dry fog, which settled upon a vas 
area of the earth's surface and whicl 
presented some curious 
manifesto 


tions. It came all at once and on the 
same day. 
It lasted a month an 


•was apparently not due to the action 
of winds which might have carried 
it to these places. 
It was so dens 


that objects only a few yards away 
could not be seen at all. There wa

shriveled and died. 'Moisture every 
where was licked up. Finally the 
eyes, nostrils, throat and skin of tin 
people became parched and dry anc 
much suffering 
ensued. 
But epi 


demies and other diseases which de> 
psnd upon moisture for their devel- 
opment vanished like mist before the 
win'd. 


Great floods were 
attributed in 


early days to cometary influence. 
It 


iias even been offered that at the time 
of the great flood, in which Noah fig 
ured so conspicuously, the cause of 
it was due to a comet of huge pro- 
portions which had come very close 
to the earth. Every time a comet ap- 
jears there is talk about the earth 
running; into a comet, and various 
speculations are discussed as to the 
probable effect on society 
if that 


event should 
take 
place. Affairs 


.vould at least be on a more social 
evcl. 
In 1S73 there was- n large 


comet visible throughout the United 
Itates 
which 
lasted 
for 
several 


weeks. When it 'disappeared beyond 
he horizon it was followed 
by a

ALS IN SECRET CONCLAVE. 


The election of the successor to 


Pope Leo XIII., in the event of the 
latter's decease, will cause the eyes 
of the entire Christian world to cen- 
ter, with more or less of interest, on 
Rome. 
As many details of a papal 


election may be unknown 
to the

BUTTERFLIES FOR PARKS. 


The parks committee of The London 


ccunty council is considering an \n- 
tcrcs ting proposal, n:;mcly, ths intro 
duction of butterflies into the en 
closures under Its jurisdiction. Tin 
suggestion, which it seems probcbli 
will be carried out, was made by C. J 
Longman of Paternoster row. 
His 


plan of action seems quite workable 
and he has wisely chosen three but- 
terflies to begin with, whose require- 
ments are not very great, which are 
very prolific and which ars auung 
the most handsome of our more com 
inon species.

lesson there are on-ly the last thre 
that properly belong- to the topii 
"Jesus Ascends to Heaven." 
If v. 


take up the first seven, seriatim rath 
er than connectively, it will afford 
full rewnrd for our work. 
To obtain 


the best impression and most animat 
ing understanding- of the section • 
should read carefully, first, our les 
son, then Marie •xvi., 19-30, and then. 
Acts I., 9-12. By tJinost unanimous 
consent Luke wrote tha book of the 
Acts of the Apostles, as well as his 
gospel. 
Taking- all that is written 


we may say there is given therein 
the valedictory of J-esus, and then 


- the vanishing- view of Jesus Christ. 


By the valedictory of Christ we do 


not mean that He made nn oration on 
the eve or day of His departure. But 
those Inst expressions of His gracious 
wisdom and tender love are such an 
affectionate farewell that never was 
valedic.toiy more deserving of its 
name. - Taking Luke's verses we find 
(lesson v., verse 4) Jesus first indors- 
ing all things "wihich were -written 
in the law of Hoses, 
antf in the 


prophets, nnd in the psalms, •concern- 
ing Me." Thus He united Himself 
with the whole Old Testament and aJl 
the parts oC .those ancient scriptures 
with the-nisslves. 
If, then, anyone 


attempts to disturb our faith in tiie 
divine authority of the Pentateuch, 
•the prophecies or the psalms, -let it 
suffice to reply 
that seeing- Jesus 


oftentimes, and last of all in Hia 
valedictory, ind-orsed all parts of the 
Old Testament as telling of Him, they 
need have no fear that the old book 
is Qess than divinely inspired. 
For 


no mythmaker nor other mere story- 
teller could ever have known, out of 
his own imagination, hew to write in 
those old ages "•concerning' Me." 


SO'KE REJECT 'REVELATIONS. 
But in (he next verse (verse 45) we 


find a reason'-- indeed, the ruling rea- 
son—why p&ople are too ready to' re- 
ject tho revelations "respecting the 
•Iffeasinh, in; the writings\of Moses, 
and tho prophets, nnd -the psalms. 
Their understandings are not opened. 
Tt is ons thing to read with the in- 
tellect and a veiy different tiling to 
read with ths understanding. Schools 
and teachers can instruct pupils how 
•to read; words, and how, of some 
words, to get the sense. 
A parrot 


tan be n.lso instructed in like -man- 
ner- 
But what trick bird or ibeast 


was ever known, to have an "under- 
p.trtiuHiijv" of the very sense of -what 
it said after its teacher? 


Half the reading alound tluit one 


hears mentis nearly nothing because 
the elocution of the reader does not 
indicate air uudei-staiidlng of the 
meaning of the author. 
When. Jesus 


talked with the two disciples on tho 
clay of His resurrection (Luke xxiv., 
27—82) rehearsing and "expounding 
in all the scriptures the things con- 
cp-rning Himself,", 'they felt a heart 
warming unknown to them "before. 
How sweet the gospel is when one has 
ever, some understanding of the scrip- 
tures, and to have hoard Jesus repeat 
nh Old Testament 
psaOin, or, say 


Isaiah's prophecy (Isaiah 53), could 
at have 'been less than angels' food? 
And thus our next (vereses- 40-48) 
give what, in those closing hours of 
His incarnate ministry, Jesus chose 
ns the subject to open to their und-ar- 
standing. 


It was the Old Testament scriptures 


regarding His'death, and resurrection. 
ne did not say a word about Himself 
as a prophesied teacher, or example, 
or martyr for truth's sake. 
If Jesus 


did not lay all styess upon the revela- 
tion'of Himself as the .world's Savior 
through suffering, why does He, in 
this valedictory, talk only of his pas- 
sion and its connections. 
BEHOOVED CHRIST TO StTFF'EH. 


HR said, from, -the Old Testament 


wliish I quote you, it is evident that 
"it behooved Christ ta suffer," or, it 
was proper, or inevitable that He 
should suffer. 
Other things concern- 


ing Ihe prophesied 'Messiah were left 
contingent, but Has suffering was a 
settled certainty. 
So, tao, was HIP 


resurrection, for it 
would not be 


possible that He "should be holden' 
in the grip of the grave. 
'Nor was 


His passion and •triumph over deatl 
for mere stage effect. 
It was all to 


the end that repentance for sin and 
forgiveness through Him might "be 
preached to the world. 
The entire 


gospel gives but one way by whicl 
a sinful man can be .forgiven by God 
That is, by repentance—turning from 
sin, and trusting in the efficacy o£ th 
expiation which Jesus effected, '"by Hi 
death. 


"But the Master knew letter tlian i 


could be told1 to Him h'ow impoten 
those followers of His and -all thei 
successors -would be to propagate sucl 
n gospel. 


The only w&y of salvation, known 


tlren to tho 'worl'd was through.- set 
inflicted, suffering and »ucU effort* &* 
anyone migfct'mak« to.dtone for hi 


own sins. 
Tliis has always been th 


method when 'man-made. 
It is si 


natural to humanity thus to hop 
only in what one can do for hJmsel 
that salvation by grace is one of th. 
most, if not the very most, dlfflcu1. 
of doctrines to get people to believe 
All the same, it is the distinguishing 
truth of Christianity. 
None else is 


so genarically peculiar to the gcspe 
of Christ. 
Of all the .peerless pas- 


sages we have from tho pen of Paul, 
is there another equal to E-onians v. 
4? 
It reads: 
"To him * * 
• 


that justlfieth the ungodly." 


According to that, it is the good 


will of God, if any poor soul realizes 
the power nnd pollution of sin, and 
desires to he delivered from it, it Is 
tho good will of God to acquit as if 
ie had never sinned this self-con- 
fessed sinner, because of the guilty 
one's surrender to Jesus as his 
Savior. 


GOLDEN, GRACIOUS WORDS. 
There were golden and gracious 
ords. spoken in these valedictory ut- 
ernnces of our Lord which Luke did 
lot insert in his gospel, but did set 
[own' in the Acts of the Apostles (i., 
-8.) Especially concerning the Holy 
Ipirit and the -power of His coining 
upou the aspostles would impart. 
^iat promised gift and grace became 
nd still continues to be the source 
f all the success that any teacher 
r preacher has that deserves the 
ame of success. True success is not 
.ensured -by ability to draw crowds 
0 listen to one talking.
